Striving toward the establishment , 
of a public library iii Gettysburg, 
which would be available to every- I , 
one in Adams county, John Knick­ 
erbocker, 
librarian at Gettysburg 
college, and chairman of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce library committee j 
asked the county commissioners at 
their meeting, Tuesday, to Include 
an appropriation of $3,400 in their 
1936 budget for that purpose 
The commis.* ion* ss, holding their * 
first regular meeting since their or­ 
ganization, took no action on the re- j 
quest, but asked their solicitor, J. 
Donald Swope, Esq., for an opinion 
as to whether or not they could 
make such an appropriation. 


Th n e On C om m ittee 
Discussing the establishment of a 
public library for Adams county to­ 
day, Mr. Knickerbocker said the 
Chamber of Commerce named a li­ 
brary committee five or six years ago. 
appointing him chairman, with Dr. 
C. P. Sanders and Prof. L. C. Keef- 
auver as additional members. 
During the depression years, no 
concerted 
efforts 
were 
made 
to 
launch a public library project, Mr ! 
Knickerbocker said, but recently a 
strong sentiment in favor of a pub­ 
lic library movement has developed. 
In recent months, the college li­ 
brarian added, numerou 
organiza­ 
tions 
in 
Gettysburg and Adams 
county have gone on record in favor 
of the establishment of a public li­ 
brary in Gettysburg which would be 
open to the use of the general public 
^Adams county. 
Organisation* Favor Libr.try 
Among organizations which have 
taken favorable action on the library 
project are tile Gettysburg Lions* 
club. the Boy Scouts, the Y. W C. 
A . 
Parent-Teachers' 
associations, 
the Gettysburg Mothers' club, the 
Adams county fish and game asso­ 
ciation and the Adams county his­ 
torical society. 
Mr. 
Knickerbocker stressed the 
fact that county libraries have be­ 
come “almost indispensable factors" 
In the social life of hundreds of 
communities throughout th** coun­ 
try. 
He also pointed out that the state. 
in its encouragement of county li­ 
brary programs, makes generous ap­ 
propriations of money and books, 
and offers es •* ntial supervision in 
establishing public libraries.

Approval of a wo. ks progress ad- 
ministration project Ear supplying 
York Springs with water has been 
received from Washington, D. C., 
by Robert Hall Cr, 
of Harrisburg, 
and LeRoy H Win 
>r oner, Gettys­ 
burg. engineer and associate en­ 
gineer, respectively, for the upper 
county borough 
York Springs has been working on 
a plan to supply the town with water 
for almost two years, but only with­ 
in the last several months was the 
WPA project for labor in connection 
with the work submitted. 
Estimate Total Cost 
Mr. Craig has written to the state 
WPA administrator to determine 
how much has been allocated for 
the water supply project. 
The engineers have estimated that 
the total cost of the work will be 
approximately $30,000. York Springs 
hopes to receive between $18,000 and 
$20,000 from the WPA toward Gi ­ 
la bor cost, leaving the borough 
> 
expend between $10,000 and $12,001 
Water to supply the town will 
come from springs on the Lobaugh 
place, about 8,000 feet from York 
Springs. 
The springs have been 
tested by the state department of 
health, and have been approved as 
fit for human coasumption. 
The 
flow from the springs also has been 
measured and found adequate for 
the town's needs. 
R eservoir 3,000 feet A w ay 
The water from the springs will 
be syphoned to a reservoir 3,000 feet 
from the center of the town. The 
I reservoir will have a capacity of 
between 250,000 and 300,000 gallons. 
From the reservoir the water will 
bi- piped into the borough and serv- 
| ice mains will be laid. 
The construction of the water sys­ 
tem. including Hie building of the 
i reservoir, will be let out by contract. 
Bids for the work will be advertised 
for as .soon as the allocation is re- 
I eel ted from the state. 
The WPA in Washington approved 
the project last Saturday, according 
to word received here today.

N. J , Jan. 8 IA P1- News 
of his death date failed Tuesday to 
shake Bruno Richard H auptm ann’s 
calm and his belief he will escape 
the electric chair. 
Colonel Mark O. Kimberling, prin­ 
cipal keeper, informed Hauptm ann 
that Unless the Court of Pardon* 
intervenes, he must die late next 
week for the m urder of Charles A 
Lindbergh, Jr. He told Hauptm ann 
the day and the hour—reported to 
be 8 p. rn., January 17. 
H auptm ann’s

expression - 
deep-peering eyes and a faint trace 
of a sm ile never changed. Kimber­ 
ling said. Neither did his story that 
he obtained the Lindbergh ransom 
money from Isador Finch, his furrier 
partner, who later died in Germany.
